Dr.  Glenn  C.  Loury 


The  Presidential  Lecture  Series  was  developed  in  1996, 
when  the  President  of  Roxbury  Community  College,  Dr. 
Grace  Carolyn  Brown  envisioned  ways  in  which  the 
college  could  both  amplify  scholarly  work  at  RCC  and 
advance  the  social  and  economic  mobility  of  the  commu- 
nity RCC  serves. 

The  series  focuses  on  influencing  public  policy  by 
stressing  the  significant  social  and  economic  factors  that 
must  be  addressed  in  an  urban  community,  particularly 
the  importance  of  educational  access  and  success  for  the 
upward  mobility  of  persons  of  color. 

This  year,  the  college  kicked  off  the  series  with  a 
compelling  lecture  entitled  Ordinary  Resurrections  by 
author,  educator  and  lecturer  Jonathan  Kozol.  Mr.  Kozol 
is  the  author  of  numerous  books  including  Amazing 
Grace:  The  Lives  of  Children  and  the  Conscience  of  a 
Nation  and  Death  at  an  Early  Age.  Among  his  many 
awards  are  Rhodes  Scholar,  National  Book  Award, 
Guggenheim  fellow,  and  the  Robert  F.  Kennedy  Book 
Award.  Our  second  speaker,  Dr.  Glenn  C.  Loury's  topic 
was  "The  Superficial  Morality  of  Colorblindness."  Dr. 
Loury  is  a  distinguished  economic  theorist,  a  prominent 
social  critic  and  public  intellectual  whose  essays  on  the 
issues  of  race,  inequality  and  social  policy  have  appeared 
in  numerous  periodicals.

Under  the  direction  of  President  Grace  C. 
Brown,  the  college  has  always  actively 
planned  for  the  future  of  this  fine  institu- 
tion and  has  engaged  in  many  self- reflection 
activities,  including  executive  and  adminis- 
trative retreats,  faculty  assemblies,  all-college 
assemblies,  and  college-  and  community- 
wide  charrettes,  to  move  the  college  forward. 

In  November  2000,  the  college  entered  into  a 
process  that  promises  to  move  it  to  even 
greater  levels  of  excellence  and  service  than 
it  currently  enjoys.

"premierness." 

The  process  used  was  one  of  reflection  of 
the  connection  between  the  college's  history 
and  past  events  in  the  community  and  how 
they  impact  on  RCC's  future.  This  process

of  the  college  as  it  exists  today.  The 
dialogue  included  areas  in  which  the 
college  has  performed  beyond  expecta- 
tions and  the  obstacles  to  overcome  as  it 
strives  to  achieve  premierness  in  the 
future.  After  extensive  discussion  within 
small  groups  and  examination  and 
reflection  in  an  event-wide  group,  the 
conference  culminated  with  a  final 
product  that  has  become  an  ambitious  and 
exciting  "blueprint"  for  the  future. 

Unlike  some  meetings  or  conferences  that 
generate  fleeting  enthusiasm,  the  college  is 
committed  to  incorporating  conference 
results  into  the  mission  and  planning 
processes.  The  college  is  in  the  process  of 
fusing  these  recommendations  into  the 
goals  and  objectives  and  developing  the 
relevant  action  plan  to  attain  the  goals. 

In  December  the  college  held  the  first  open 
meeting  for  all  constituents  in  order  to 
report  back  to  the  college  community  the 
conclusions  reached  during  Future  Search. 
In  January  2001  the  college  will  prepare  a 
written  progress  report  that  will  be  widely 
distributed  throughout  both  the  college 
and  the  community  it  serves. 

While  the  conference  has  successfully 
concluded,  RCC  will  continue  to  work  on 
the  action  items  and  plans  generated  by 
the  work  of  conference  participants,  the 
college,  and  members  of  the  community. 


In  FY  2001  Roxbury  Community  College  received 
$2.5  million  from  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  for 
technology  upgrades  and  purchases  which  will 
provide  on-line  access,  interactive  distance  learning 
instruction  using  video,  the  web  and  e-mail, 
increasing  the  effectiveness  of  curricula  and 
classroom  delivery  approaches.  The  systems  and 
hardware  are  critical  to  realizing  the  mission  of 
RCC  by  bringing  systems  and  hardware  up  to 
current  standards  in  the  high-tech  Massachusetts 
environment.  The  new  student  information  system 
will  improve  services  to  all  students  in  admissions, 
advisory  and  assessment  services 
and  business  operations.  A  new 
library  system  will  be  connected  to 
other  libraries,  improving  general 
library  services  and  providing 
opportunities  for  student  and  faculty 
research.

The  Honors  Program 

This  is  the  first  year  of  Roxbury  Community  College's  Honors  Program.  The  program  is 
designed  to  provide  educational  opportunities  that  are  suited  to  the  needs  and  abilities  of 
the  student  body.  This  year  the  program  has  22  talented  students  in  a  stimulating,  chal- 
lenging and  rigorous  academic  experience. 

In  fall  2000,  honor  students  participated  in  a  powerful  and  dynamic  colloquium  on 
war,  and  all  student  scholars  presented  oral  briefs.  They  brought  a  mix  of  views  based 
on  personal  experiences  in  their  homelands:  Sierra  Leone;  Ghana;  Latin  America;  and 
the  United  States.  They  were  bolstered  by  a  widely  esteemed  panel  including  military 
officers  from  the  Vietnam  and  Korean  Wars;  a  priest;  a  former  chancellor  of  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education,  Paul  Parks;  and  others  whose  point  of  view  added  to  the  collective 
wisdom  of  the  college. 

The  coordinator  of  the  Honors  Program,  Dr.  Everest  Onuoha,  states,  "The  Honors  Program 
provides  a  deeper  dimension  to  a  college  education.  Honors  students  participate  in  special 
classes,  seminars  and  colloquia  that  expose  them  to  a  rich  and  noble  tradition  of  academic 
excellence.  These  students  engage  in  highly  demanding  and  competitive  courses,  which 
they  understand  and  accept.  This  is  what  sets  them  apart  and  earns  the  distinction  they 
justly  deserve  as  outstanding  scholars." 

RCC  s  Honors  Program  is  affiliated  with  both  the  National  Collegiate  Honors  Council  and 
the  Phi  Theta  Kappa  International  Honors  Society. 


The  ATOMS  Project 

For  years  the  Roxbury  Community  College 
Science  Department  has  successfully 
prepared  students  for  transfer  to  four-year 
colleges  and  universities  in  pursuit  of 
research  careers  through  its  "Research 
Techniques  in  Science"  course.  With  recent 
funding  from  the  National  Institute  of 
Health,  the  Advanced  Training  Opportuni- 
ties for  Minorities  in  Science  (ATOMS) 
project  will  improve  upon  the  existing 
program  and  increase  the  number  of 
students  we  are  able  to  serve.  A  permanent 
partnership  with  neighboring  Northeastern 
University  (NU)  is  in  the  process  of  being 
formed  along  with  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  (MIT),  Boston  University, 
Tufts  University  and  Harvard  Medical 
School.  NU  will  provide  many  sites  for 
research  internships  in  the  fields  of  biology, 
chemistry  and  pharmaceutical  science. 

Through  joint  NU/RCC  efforts,  many 
qualified  minority  students  will  be  attracted 
to  careers  in  the  biomedical  sciences.  The 
ATOMS  project  will  provide  a  bridge  from 
the  developmental  or  high  school  level  to 
the  baccalaureate  degree  and  could  serve  as 
a  national  model  for  urban  junior  college/ 
university  collaboration  in  the  sciences.  The 
ATOMS  project  is  coordinated  by  Dr.  John 
Savage  of  the  RCC  Science  Department  and 
Dr.  Ray  Turner,  executive  dean  and  principle 
investigator.

Roxbury  Community  College/Northeastern  University 

Summer  2000  was  the  second  year  of  the  Roxbury  Community  College/Northeastern 
University  (RCC/NU)  Summer  Enrichment  Program  and  partnership  agreement.  The 
program  has  experienced  a  90  percent  increase  in  student  growth  since  the  first  year  of  its 
inception.  Six  of  the  12  students  enrolled  in  the  1999  summer  program  completed  the 
first  summer  curriculum.  One  student  was  admitted  and  enrolled  at  NU  in  the  fall  of 
1999.  The  remaining  five  students  returned  to  RCC  for  their  second  academic  year  and 
continued  into  the  second  summer  of  the  program. 

During  the  spring  semester  of  2000, 19  students  out  of  22  candidates  were  selected  to 
participate  in  the  summer  program.  Combined  with  the  five  second-year  returning 
students,  a  total  of  24  students  enrolled  this  past  summer.  Fourteen  students  completed 
the  2000  RCC  Summer  Enrichment  Program.  Three  students  have  been  accepted  to 
Northeastern  University.  All  five  second-year  students  completed  the  summer  program 
and  have  been  accepted  to  Northeastern  University.  Three  of  the  five  second-year  students 
are  currently  enrolled  at  Northeastern  University  and  each  one  is  receiving  a  $  10,000  NU 
scholarship,  an  integral  part  of  the  RCC/NU  agreement.  In  January  2001,  another  cycle 
will  begin. 

First-year  students  were  enrolled  in  three  courses,  totaling  nine  credits.  Their  courses 
were  College  Algebra  (pre-calculus),  College  English  (  advanced  composition),  and 
Integrated  Language  Skills.  Second-year  students  were  enrolled  in  three  courses,  also 
totaling  nine  credits.  All  second-year  students  were  enrolled  in  a  literature  course  (African 
American  Literature),  a  mathematics  course  and  an  elective  in  their  respective  majors. 

All  first-year  courses  were  team  taught  by  pairing  RCC  and  NU  faculty  for  each  of  the 
courses  totaling  six  faculty.  All  instruction  and  meetings  were  held  at  the  John  D. 
O'Bryant  African  American  Institute  at  Northeastern  University. 

The  remaining  aspects  of  the  partnership,  enrollment  of  faculty  in  graduate  programs, 
joint  fundraising,  and  other  ventures  are  expected  to  begin  in  spring  2001 .  The  partner- 
ship agreement  has  brought  the  two  institutions  closer  in  an  alliance  to  better  serve  the 
citizens  of  Boston.  An  example  of  the  role  the  partnership  has  played  is  depicted  in  the 
Atoms  Project,  an  NIH  funded  program  designed  to  involve  undergraduates  at  two-year 
institutions  in  research  activities. 

Roxbury  Community  College  Apprenticeship  Foundation 

Roxbury  Community  College  and  Madison  Park  Vocational  and  Technical  High  School 
are  in  the  process  of  creating  an  innovative  partnership,  which  will  provide  an  educational 
and  career  path  for  people  from  the  community  who  would  normally  not  consider  a  college 
education  as  an  option  for  them. 

This  partnership  will  enable  both  the  college  and  the  high  school  to  offer  joint  technical 
programs  in  the  areas  of  electricity  and  electronics,  carpentry,  heating,  ventilation  and  air 
conditioning.  We  project  that  over  120  students  will  enroll  and  take  advantage  of  this 
initiative  the  first  year.

The  ultimate  goal  of  this  partnership  is  to 
provide  RCC  students  a  clear  and  definable 
career  path  that  will  result  in  full-time 
employment  opportunities  such  as  leader- 
ship and  managerial  positions  at  corpora- 
tions like  Stop  &  Shop.

Over  two  hundred  fifty  individuals  attended  the 
Third  Annual  Senior  Citizens  Luncheon,  a 
collaboration  between  the  college,  the  Reggie 
Lewis  Foundation  and  the  City  of  Boston. 


In  keeping  with  the  college's  tri-fold 
mandate  to  serve  Massachusetts  Public 
High  School  Track  &  Field,  Roxbury 
Community  College,  and  neighboring 
communities,  the  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and 
Athletic  Center  (RLTAC)  has  continued  to 
grow  in  conjunction  with  the  needs  and 
demands  of  our  primary  users.  As  was  the 
case  in  years  one  through  four,  the  fifth  year 
of  operation  was  marked  by  tremendous 
growth  in  the  volume  of  services  that  were 
provided  for  these  groups. 

Last  year  alone  RLTAC  hosted  a  total  of  200 
meets  and  public  high  school  track  events 
in  which  every  Massachusetts  high  school 
participated.  Beyond  the  opportunity  for 
elite  competition  that  provided  for  over 
100,000  school-age  boys  and  girls  from 
across  the  Commonwealth,  these  meets  also 
represented  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  the 
200,000  parents,  teachers,  family  members 
and  fellow  students  who  were  in  attendance 
as  spectators  to  show  support  for  the  many 
gifted  young  athletes. 

Year  five  also  marked  an  incredible  mile- 
stone in  the  college's  Community  Access 
Program  in  that  more  than  3,000  local 
residents  registered  in  the  fitness  and 
wellness  programs.  Although  this  is  a 
cumulative  total,  the  college  is  confident 
that  the  five-year  average  of  600  active 
members  is  a  record  the  college  can  be 
proud  of.  This  level  of  participation  clearly 
speaks  to  the  high  quality  of  diverse  and 


rewarding  programming  that  is  offered  to 
members  who  range  in  ages  from  18  to  89. 

As  always,  a  large  part  of  RLTAC's  annual 
activities  remained  dedicated  to  the  athletic 
and  educational  programming  needs  of  the 
college.  As  an  integral  part  of  this  vibrant 
college  campus,  the  center  is  honored  to  be 
able  to  help  serve  the  needs  of  the  college's 
rapidly  growing  student  body.  The  center 
is  also  particularly  proud  to  be  the  home 
for  the  2000  Division  III  National  Junior 
College  Men's  Basketball  Champion 
Roxbury  Community  College  Tigers. 

RLTAC  is  thrilled  to  have  earned  the 
confidence  of  organizations  that  have 
entrusted  it  to  host  events  like  the  NCAA 
Division  II  Track  and  Field  Champion- 
ships and  the  New  Balance  Invitational. 
For  this  event  several  well-known 
Olympians  graced  the  campus  to  compete 
in  this  prestigious  nationally  televised 
meet.  Two  world  records  were  set:  one  in 
the  4  X  800  meter  relay  and  one  in  the 
women's  pole  vault. 

The  Reggie  Lewis  Track  &  Athletic  Center 
is  committed  to  continuing  to  attract  and 
host  the  highest  levels  of  track  and  field 
events  in  the  country.
